Who Are Seeking Employment. , 
The problem of making) adn-em- 
ployment respectable and — self-n« 
specting has been sdlved in Berlin 
through thé agency of a central labor 
exchange maintained by co-operation 
cf the municipality, the workers, and 
trade. unions. At the Berlin’ Labor, 
xchange.) while awaiting a market, 
laborers are provided with: a home 
which is a club house and mart com- 
bined, and which places the man ‘or 
the woman in. search of work .on the 
same dignified trading level as the 
brokers who have produce to. sell. 
Why not? Is not labor one of our 
most precious commodities? The 
piace ts a model of: German paternal 
organization and thoroughness, con- 
ducted at a cost of less than $25,000 
a year, for its entire operating staff. 
numbers only 27. 
Any unemployed 
voke the exchange’s _work-finding 
facilities on payment of a registration 
fee of five cents, If the job seeker 
be a member of any of the trade un- 
ions, which contribute’ as organiza- 

tions to the upkeep of the exchan;
